Police in Ky. assess handling of post-game mayhem

A day after raucous celebra¬ 
tions led to more than two dozen 
arrests, police said Sunday that 
they are ready to control crowds 
near the University of Ken¬ 
tucky’s campus when the Wild¬ 
cats play Kansas for the national 
championship. 

Lexington city police spokes¬ 
woman Sherelle Roberts told The 
Associated Press on Sunday that 
several hundred officers will be 
out in force on Monday to help 
keep order.

“We’re prepared,” she said. 
“We expect a majority of people 
to obey the law.” 

Police plan a few adjustments 
from Saturday, when thousands 
of fans spilled onto streets after 
Kentucky defeated cross-state 


rival Louisville in New Orleans. 
Fans torched couches and over¬ 
turned a car before setting it 
ablaze. 

Roberts said police did a good 
job of getting rowdy fans under 
control. Officers arrested 27 peo¬ 


ple on minor charges such as dis¬ 
orderly conduct and alcohol in¬ 
toxication. 

Police who had braced for the 
possibility of post-game violence 
resorted to pepper spray, though 
large amounts weren’t needed 
before officers ultimately began 
dispersing the throngs. 

Lexington Fire Department 
Battalion Chief Ed Davis said 
there weren’t any arson arrests. 
Police were stdl searching for the 
person who set the car on fire. 

He said firefighters were dis¬ 
patched to 50 nuisance blazes 
near the Lexington campus on 


Saturday night, which included 
the car, couches and campfires 
that were lit in the middle of the 
street. 

He said most students who 
were out celebrating abided by 
the law and were helpful when “a 
few bad apples” caused problems 
— such as throwing beer bottles 
at police as they tried to break up 
the crowd. 

Roberts said there were no seri¬ 
ous injuries nor any major prop¬ 
erty damage and nothing occurred 
that police hadn’t anticipated.

HEARING LOSS and 
DEMENTIA LINKED 


If hearing loss goes untreated, a condition called “auditory 
deprivation” occurs, this has been confirmed by scientific studies. 
Seniors with hearing loss are significantly more likely to develop 
dementia over time than those who retain their hearing, a study by Johns 
Hopkins and National Institute on Aging researchers suggests. The 
findings, the researchers say, could lead to new ways to combat 
dementia, a condition that affects millions of people worldwide. 
Although tho roason for tho link botwoon tho two 
conditions is unknown, the investigators suggest that a common 
pathology may underlie both or that the strain of decoding sounds over 
the years may overwhelm the brains of people with hearing loss, leaving 
them more vulnerable to dementia. They also speculate that hearing loss 
could lead to dementia by making individuals more socially isolated, a 
known risk factor for dementia and other cognitive disorders. 

But there’s good news! Whatever the cause, the scientists report, 
their finding may offer a starting point for interventions even as simple as 
hearing aids - that could delay or prevent dementia by improving 
patients' hearing.

Members of the Miss 
USA program, including 
current Miss Kentucky 
USA Amanda Merta, Miss 
Tennessee USA Jessica Hi- 
bler, Miss Texas USA Brit¬ 
tany Booker and Miss 
North Dakota USA Jaci 
Stofferahn helped the 
young ladies pick out prom 
dresses and took part in 
the fashion show. 

It was the first time for 
such an event to take place 
for soldiers’ daughters 
anywhere, with Fort 
Campbell being the first 
military installation na¬ 
tionwide to take part in 
this endeavor. With the ap¬ 
parent success of this in¬ 
augural event, it looks like 
it might be continued not 
only here, but at other 
posts across the country 

“It’s just so important,” 
said Ray Kennedy, the vice 
president of USO Metro¬ 
politan New York, which 
organized the event. “This 
month is about military 
children, so we’re really re¬ 
ally happy to he able to be 
here.” 

“The USO Metropolitan 
New York are the ones that 
made all this happen,” said 
Kari Burgess Brown, the 
director of the Fort Camp¬ 
bell USO Center.

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BUDGET: Lawmakers bust 
myth with open negotiations 
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“What goes on is not government 
business; it’s the public’s business,” 
Thompson said. “The public in the 
stockholder in government, and the 
public, just like a stockholder in any 
corporation, has a right to know what’s 
going on.” 

In passing an open meetings law 
decades ago, Kentucky lawmakers ex¬ 
cluded themselves from its provisions. 
And House and Senate leaders have tra¬ 
ditionally used that exclusion to its 
fullest, shutting themselves away to de¬ 
cide how to divvy up the public’s money 
Typically, only a relative handful of se¬ 
lected lawmakers have been part of 
those negotiations. All others are ex¬ 
cluded, and some, like Democratic Rep. 
Tom Riner of Louisville, consider that 
unreasonable. 

Riner, an advocate for open govern¬ 
ment who refuses to take part even in 
closed caucus meetings, said he was 
heartened that the budget negotiations 
had some semblance of openness this 
year. 

“It should be the new norm, showing 
that we understand that the public’s 
business is be done in the light,” he said. 
“Special interests can get involved, and 
sunlight helps to filter that out.” 

What the public learned from watch¬ 
ing the marathon negotiations on the 
KET feeds was that more than 30,000 


government workers will go without 
pay raises and some 200,000 retirees 
won’t get cost-of-living increases in their 
monthly pension checks. 

Negotiators reached an accord early 
Thursday on the budget proposal that 
also calls for sharp cuts to most govern¬ 
ment agencies and programs. 

Three days of intense talks ended 
early Thursday when legislative leaders 
exited a conference room with a tenta¬ 
tive deal on the two-year, $19 b illi on 
spending plan. 

The agreement called for 8.4 percent 
spending cuts, which wiU be especially 
diff icult for agencies that have already 
trimmed their budgets by more than 30 
percent over the past four years. 

One issue of contention involved how 
revenue from the state’s tax on mined 
coal would be appropriated, including $6 
million that House Democrats want to 
use to provide scholarships to Ap¬ 
palachian college students. 

The cameras rolled as Stumbo and 
Williams reached a compromise that ex¬ 
tended the scholarships to college stu¬ 
dents in all of Kentucky’s 
coal-producing counties, including 
those in western Kentucky 

Rep. Jim Wayne, another open gov¬ 
ernment advocate, said he would have 
liked to have seen an even more open 
process. He said he’s hopeful the KET 
cameras will be just the start of what 
will become a completely open process.

Later, when Myra Kaye 
and others opened J’s on 
Main, several employees 
at Bart’s went across the 
street to the new restau¬ 
rant. T.C. was with them. 

“When we opened J’s, 
we pretty much knew 
every customer’s name or 
we knew what they 
wanted to eat and what 
they drank,” said Sylvia 
Hall. 

For the next several 
years, they shared their 
lives and their work. Ba¬ 
bies were born. Birthdays 
celebrated. Parents were 
mourned. 

They had a bond. Hard 
work. Good food. Deep 
friendships. 

J’s on Main closed in 
2002, and some of the em¬ 
ployees moved away But 
they kept in touch with 
each other. Often, T.C. was 
the glue. She called to get 
people together. She de¬ 
cided which one would de¬ 
liver flowers when a 
parent died or where they 
would eat for a reunion. 

T.C. waited tables for a 
time at Shintomi’s, a 
Japanese restaurant on 
Skyline Drive. She 
cleaned houses and 
helped her mother sell 
Tupperware. She sold 
herbal supplements. 

Last month, when Myra 
Kaye opened a new 
restaurant on Sixth Street 
called The Place, some of 
the old crew joined her. 
Hard work. Good food. 

T.C. was among them. 

“She wanted everything 
to be perfect because she 
thought it had to be the 
best they are ever going to 
eat,” Myra Kaye said. 

Last Tuesday evening, 
T.C. was making ranch 
salad dressing and help¬ 
ing prepare for the next 
lunch crowd. They had 
been slammed that day. 
T.C. became ill, and some¬ 
one drove her home.

Myra Kaye called her 
cell around 7 a.m. and left 
a message. She wanted 
T.C. to see a doctor. “Don’t 
stress,” she told her 
friend.

They 
thought it was a heart at¬ 
tack. A sign went up on 
the restaurant door. They 
would be closed for a cou¬ 
ple of days. 

Four friends, Myra 
Kaye Hancock, 50, Jen¬ 
nifer McKinney, 41, Celia 
Blauser, 52, and Sylvia 
Hall, 44, walked into 
Lamb Funeral Home on 
Thursday morning. All 
four had worked with T.C. 
in Hopkinsville restau¬ 
rants. They wanted to fix 
T.C.’s hair and make sure 
her makeup looked OK for 
the afternoon visitation. 
She had always been 
meticulous about her 
hair. 

A hair dryer broke and 
one of them drove down 
the road to the Dollar 
Store and bought another 
one so they could finish 
her hair. They left and got 
ready to say goodbye. 

Friday evening, after 
the funeral, they threw a 
party at the restaurant to 
celebrate T.C.’s life. The 
building was packed. 
They toasted their friend. 

“I love that group of 
girls,” Sandra said Sun¬ 
day afternoon. “I’ve never 
experienced anything else 
like it. We are very lucky. 
We have a deep bond.” 

They never thought 
they’d lose someone so 
young. T.C. was 46.

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Champion dog overcomes neglect 


MADISONVILLE, Ky. (AP) — A 
veterinarian gave IS-month-old St. 
Bernard Jewel little chance of sur¬ 
vival less than three years ago. 

Holland and Michele Kaemerer 
had placed the dog, one of 14 in a 
litter, into a show home in Ten¬ 
nessee at 9 weeks old. 

When the Sacramento couple 
picked up Jewel 15 months later, 
she was starving, afraid and worn 
down. A veterinarian recom¬ 
mended euthanizing the dog. 

“Jewel harely had any fur on her 
body,” Michele Kaemerer said. 
“She was shak¬ 
ing and scared 
to death.” 

What the 
Kaemerers did¬ 
n’t know at the 
time, however, 
was they had a 
champ on their 
hands. Not just 
any champ, but 
one receiving 
worldwide at¬ 
tention. 

In less than Michele Kaemerer 

three years. 

Jewel went 
from knocking 

on death’s door to prancing in 
Madison Square Garden at West¬ 
minster Kennel Club Dog Show in 
New York, where she was chosen 
Best in Breed among all St. 
Bernards at last month’s televised 
show. 

The canine, which holds titles as 
The American Kennel Club Cana¬ 
dian Champion, an International 
Best in Show, 63 Best of Breed 
awards, and others in 2011, is now 
retired from the show circuit, the 
Kaemerers said. 

Michele and Holland weren’t 
ready to give up on Jewel during 
the low point of her life. They said 
it took about a year to get her from 
74 pounds back to her normal

weight of around 140. 

“The vet told us she was dehy¬ 
drated and malnourished,” 
Michele said. “He told us to con¬ 
sider having her put to sleep.” 

The woman called and wanted to 
bring her back, Michele said. The 
lady didn’t like the shape of the 
dog’s head. 

Upon retrieving Jewel, they no¬ 
ticed the dog had a chain around 
its neck, looked very frail and 
afraid, and had lost most of its fur. 

Jewel wouldn’t even answer to 
her original name or even look at 
the Kaemerers. 
She just shook, 
terrified in the 
back corner of 
a crate, 

Michele said. 

Holland said 
he would never 
have imagined 
a person would 
have neglected 
a pet like that. 

The couple 
said the dog 
■ has undergone 
a 360-degree 
transformation 
in the last two 
and a half years. Now, Jewel’s 
thick coat marked of black, brown 
and white, is as smooth as silk. 

Holland said Jewel is at the top 
in her breed, ranked first among 
female St. Bernards and fourth 
overall. He said when going out 
around town to the doctor or store, 
people always inquire about how 
the dog is doing instead of how he 
is doing, he said with a laugh. 

Jewel, whose handler is Jennifer 
Bittner of Newnan, Ga., has such 
a sweet and loving personality that 
makes her stand out from the rest, 
the Kaemerers said, and the ef¬ 
fortless expression she shows on 
her face says, “pick me.” 

Michelle said the judges at dog 


shows are amazed when she’s in 
the show ring. Jewel’s pretty and 
she knows it, she added. 

“She’s all about belly rubs, hugs 
and kisses,” Michele said. “She 
will live out the rest of her life at 
home with the family” 

The Kaemerers moved from 
Louisville to Greenville 17 years 
ago, then decided to build a home 
on 5 acres in Sacramento to allow 
more room for the dogs. The cou¬ 
ple have a 12-year-old daughter, 
Danielle, who also enjoys interact¬ 
ing with the family’s nine St. 
Bernards. 

The couple is members of the 
Owensboro Hiver City Kennel 
Club and St. Bernards of America. 

“Saints require a lot of space,” 
Holland said. “They have a new 
kennel building where they can be 
inside or out.” 

The family recently acquired 
three additional St. Bernards from 
an elderly man in Michigan who 
could no longer care for the dogs. 

When not taking care of St. 
Bernards, Holland, who is retired 
from the Green Hiver Correctional 
Complex, judges dog shows 
around the country. 

They hope to have other cham¬ 
pion dogs in the future. As for 
Jewel, the Kaemerers hope she 
will have a litter of puppies, and 
maybe the pick of the litter will be 
just like her. 

“For us,” said the Kaemerers, 
“There’s no other dog we’d rather 
have than a Saint.” 

St. Bernards, bred by Monks 
starting in the 18th century, were 
used in rescue missions during 
snow storms in the Alps between 
Italy and Switzerland. 

Michele said the dogs have a 
lifespan of seven to 10 years. 

“They cross the rainbow bridge 
too soon, but once you’ve had a St. 
Bernard, you’re hooked for life,” 
she said. 


Boyfriend’s racist 
words disturbing 

DEAR AMY: I have been dating a great guy for more 
than a year. We are both divorced adihts in our 40s (with 
children), and we have been having a wonderful time to¬ 
gether. We are very diff erent: He is a gun-owning conser¬ 
vative, and I am a peace-loving, composting liberal. 

The political differences have never really bothered me. 

I have learned a lot from him, and I thought the more he 
learned the more he would appreciate my values and 
opinions too. 

A political conversation we were having 
escalated; and he referred to several differ¬ 
ent racial groups in horrible, derogatory 
terms. 

I was absolutely appalled, shocked and 
disgusted.

How¬ 
ever, I’ve learned that he and some friends 
told a horrible, racist joke to my stepfather. 

Honestly it has changed the way I feel 
about him. It isn’t just that he said those 
words; it’s that he thinks them. 

On the one hand, I feel I am betraying 
my values by continuing to associate with 
him. On the other, I feel I should try to 
demonstrate tolerance, understanding and 
diversity 

My family is racially diverse, and he has 
met them and gets along well with them. 

What do you think? Is expressing racist thoughts a deal 
breaker? — Worried 

DEAR WORRIED: Here’s what I like about your guy: 
He is willing to behave differently This is a fairly rare and 
wonderful trait. You cannot police his thoughts, but if he 
is acknowledging his behavior and has pledged to change 
it, then that is a start. 

If these expressions have genuinely changed the way 
you feel about him, then you don’t have to ask me about 
deal breakers. 

But if you can demonstrate your own values (namely 
tolerance and the ability to imagine a person evolving and 
changing his views), then you might have the pleasure of 
seeing someone change in a radical and genuine way 

Now that you have declared where the line is drawn, you 
both know what the deal is. 

DEAR AMY: My sister lives with her boyfriend in a re¬ 
lationship that started out rocky (including two instances 
of physical abuse) but seems to have stabilized. 

Both are divorced, and both are adamant about not mar¬ 
rying because they see no need for a “piece of paper” 
(their words). 

She moved into his house. She cleans, shops and cooks, 
and she pays him “rent” (his word) and utilities.

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Pay for university presidents on rise 


LEXINGTON, Ky (AP) 
— The pay for public uni¬ 
versity presidents in Ken¬ 
tucky has increased more 
in recent years than that 
of faculty 

The Lexington Herald- 
Leader cites a report from 
the Legislative Research 
Commission that shows 
salary increases for uni¬ 
versity presidents ranged 
between 5 percent and 34 
percent from 2006 to 2010. 
The Southern Regional 
Education Board says that 
the average faculty pay in 
the state increased by 7.7 
percent during the same 
time period. 

A similar situation was 
seen with community col¬ 
lege presidents. In Ken¬ 
tucky, their average pay 
raise was 12 percent; pro¬ 
fessors got about half of 
that amount. 

Meanwhile, the schools 
are grappling with mil¬ 
lions in state funding cuts 
that have meant higher 
tuition and the loss of 
some education pro¬ 
grams. 

John Hayek, vice presi¬ 
dent of the Council on 
Postsecondary Education, 
said the salary of public 
university presidents has 
become an issue as the 
amount of state funding 
decreases. 

“There is the question 
of whether the compensa¬ 
tion is excessive, given the 
roles and responsibilities 
and the public service ele¬ 
ment of the institutions,” 
Hayek said. “On the one 


side, there are competitive 
issues of attracting highly 
qualified individuals; on 
the other, we have to re¬ 
member these are institu¬ 
tions supported through 
public dollars. 

“There’s some recogni¬ 
tion there has to be a bal¬ 
ance.” 

A study the American 
Association of University 
Professors in Washington, 
D.C., shows that Kentucky 
is about average when it 
comes to higher education 
pay. The organization 
found that the average 
president’s salary in¬ 
creased by 12.3 percent be¬ 
tween 2007 and 2010 while 
faculty salaries went up 
by 5.6 percent. At commu¬ 
nity colleges, presidential 
raises averaged about 10.5 
percent compared to 4.5 
percent for faculty 

AAUP director of re¬ 
search and public policy 
John Curtis said the num¬ 
bers show a focus on a 
more corporate style of 
leadership in higher edu¬ 
cation. 

“The usual justification 
that’s given from a gov¬ 
erning body is, ‘We need 
to pay these salaries to re¬ 
main competitive,”’ Cur¬ 
tis said. “The problem 
with that logic is that 
there doesn’t seem to be 
any connection to accom¬ 
plishment; it’s kind of an 
upwards spiral. It reflects 
a shift in priorities that 
puts more focus on this 
corporate style of man¬ 
agement.”

New Ky. National Guard facility to open in April 

OWENSBORO, Ky (AP) — The Kentucky National 
Guard’s $14 million readiness facility in Owensboro 
is set to open in mid-April and will be the Guard’s 
most modern facility in the state. 

Capt. Joseph Sloan, an officer in the construction 
management division of the Kentucky National 
Guard, said the design focuses on security, opera¬ 
tional support and efficiency 

The Messenger-Inquirer reported the new facility 
will hold administrative offices, classrooms, locker 
rooms to store equipment, a 3,500-square-foot assem¬ 
bly/mess hall and kitchen. The center’s lobby fea¬ 
tures a metal eagle emblem that used to hang over 
the entrance of the old armory in Owensboro that 
this facility is replacing.

The $19-million compromise budget 
passed by the Kentucky General Assem¬ 
bly on Friday cuts funding for many 
state agencies by 8.4 percent. Funding for 
universities will be cut $6.4 million. The 
two-year spending plan has no raises for 
state employees and no cost-of-living in¬ 
crease for retirees. 

The cuts for state agencies are sobering, 
and there’s no 

doubtmanyserv OIIR OPINION 
ices wiU have to be 
reduced or scaled 

back. The cuts to universities could mean 
higher tuition for Kentucky families. 

Despite the cuts, state spending wiU in¬ 
crease in two areas of particular interest 
to the Southern Pennyrile. 

The budget includes additional funding 
for the Meals on Wheels program. There 
are waiting lists for seniors who have re¬ 
quested a delivered lunch on weekdays in 
Christian, Todd and Trigg counties. 

The other budget increase provides an 
additional $21 million for the Cabinet for 
Health and Family Services to hire ap¬ 
proximately 300 social workers. 

The cabinet’s failure to protect children 
of abuse and neglect in Kentucky homes 
has been revealed in painful detail follow¬ 
ing the Feb. 4 murder of 9-year-old Amy 
Dye, of Todd County The Todd County 
Standard newspaper won an important 
open records battle for documents that 
help explain how social workers failed to 
properly protect the child. A judge or¬ 
dered the release of the records after the 
cabinet lied about their existence. 

In another open records court case 
brought by the Lexington Herald-Leader 
and The Courier Journal, the cabinet has 
withheld or delayed release of documents 
in cases where children died or nearly 
died from abuse or neglect. 

The cabinet, through its attorneys, has 
maintained a stubborn hold on many of 
the records despite the resignation of 
the cabinet secretary and statewide out¬ 
rage over Dye’s case and others in which 
children died. 

It is not unreasonable to assume that 
many of the cabinet’s deficiencies in deal¬ 
ing with child protection are related to 
case overloads for social workers. But it 
remains unclear how much caseloads af¬ 
fect the cabinet and how much is the re¬ 
sult of a broken agency 

Funding for more social workers is not 
a solution to all of the cabinet’s problems. 
Kentuckians should not relax their pres¬ 
sure on the cabinet to open its records. 

Legislation that attempted to address 
some of the problems of transparency 
was spoiled by the cabinet’s attempts to 
withhold critical information in future 
reviews. The bill, following a move that 
the Kentucky Press Association de¬ 
scribed as “sleight of hand” to shift it 
quickly from one committee to another, 
eventually failed. 

Now a state cabinet that has failed re¬ 
peatedly to respect the need for trans¬ 
parency has an additional $21 million in 
tax money to manage for Kentuckians. 

The cabinet has not proven it deserves 
our trust to properly manage the money 
and to use it fuUy in the protection of 
children.

Double-dipping retirees keep 


new hires from gaining work 

The Editor, New Era, 

I take exception to the letter of 
Herbert G. Mayfield published 
March 23 under the headline, “Pub¬ 
lic employees deserve retirement 
from second career.” 

Corporations may be offered in¬ 
centives to establish operations 
here. This also happens elsewhere. 
However, I know of no Economic De¬ 
velopment Council that has such a 
record of choosing losers. It chooses 
corporations that cannot survive 
with the local labor market. 

When I talk about the double-dip¬ 
pers, I am not talking about individ¬ 
uals like Mr. Mayfield, who I assume 
took the civil service exam and got 
on the roster to be selected for his 
second public service job and was 
selected. I am talking about individ¬ 
uals who have retired from one pub¬ 
lic job and are appointed to a second 
one without being selected from a 
roster of qualified individuals for a 
posted job opening. Double-dippers 
are usually given jobs, which have 
never been posted as open. Hence, 
no one else is given a chance to apply 
for the job. This, I believe, is wrong. 


In my own field, education, there 
are always job openings created for 
100 days of employment in a school 
year. These job openings are created 
for retirees so that their employ¬ 
ment wiU not affect their retirement 
pay This has been done for years, lo¬ 
cally, in the educational field. This 
needs to stop. 

In recent years, employment of 
retired teachers in critical shortage 
areas has been authorized. These 
teachers draw both the complete 
salary plus retirement pay Some of 
these retired teachers have been 
employed even when there is no lo¬ 
cal shortage in the certification. 
This needs to stop. 

A general manager of a Hop¬ 
kinsville agency was allowed to re¬ 
tire just before the retirement sys¬ 
tem changed, and the changed sys¬ 
tem would not be as generous to the 
retiree. He was hired back the next 
day as general manager, I assume 
drawing salary plus retirement. All 
of this was covered in a front-page 
article in the Kentucky New Era.

Many levels 
of appalling 


W ASHINGTON — There are so 
many appalling aspects to the 
Trayvon Martin case that it’s hard 
to find a permanent home for outrage. 

Most appalling, obviously, is the fatal 
shooting of an unarmed 17-year-old who 
was targeted by a 28-year-old volunteer 
neighborhood watchman. George Zim¬ 
merman thought Martin seemed “suspi¬ 
cious,” and followed him for a while 
before Martin allegedly attacked him. 

What really happened is anyone’s 
guess since Martin isn’t here to tell his 
side of the story, and there were no wit¬ 
nesses to the shooting. There’s audio of 
Zimmerman calling 911 to report his 
concerns about Martin. There’s grainy 
video of Zimmerman arriving at the po¬ 
lice station not looking, by some ap¬ 
praisals, sufficiently battered to 
corroborate his tale of being attacked. 

Also appalling is the presumed racial 
motivation. Given that Martin was 
armed only with iced tea and a bag of 
Skittles — and given that his suspi¬ 
cious behavior seems to have hinged 
primarily on the fact that he was wear¬ 
ing a “hoodie” — it’s easy to see why 
some have concluded that race was a 
factor, though not only blacks wear 
hoodies. How many police sketches 
have we seen of white suspects wearing 
hoodies? Plenty. 

Would Zimmerman have found a fel¬ 
low Hispanic suspicious ^- 

under the same circum¬ 
stances? A white male? / 

We don’t know, but we do 
know that Zimmerman 
and his wife mentored ^ 

two African-American ^ 

children, hardly the ac- ' 
tions of hardened racists. — 

Add to the “appalling” KATHLEEN 
roster the growing congre- PARKER ■ 
gation of usual suspects 
crowing, profiling and politicizing the 
case. From movie stars to talk show hosts 
and then to a congressman who wore a 
hoodie to the House floor — the tragedy 
of Trayvon Martin has become a cause 
celebre. A month later, the hoodie has be¬ 
come a symbol of solidarity against insti¬ 
tutional racism. We aU wear hoodies now 
That we all want justice for Trayvon 
Martin should be a foregone assumption. 
But also assumed should be the under¬ 
standing that we await all the facts be¬ 
fore we convict. Without knowing much 
of anything, we seem to have reached a 
consensus that this is a case of racially 
motivated violence. When President 
Obama commented on the case, saying 
that if he had a son, he’d look like 
Trayvon, he set a narrative in motion 
from which there seems to be no retreat. 

Another appalling feature of this hor¬ 
rific event is the apparent attempt by 
some to paint a less-than-favorable por¬ 
trait of Martin. It is true that early pho¬ 
tos released of him showed a younger, 
more apple-cheeked version. More re¬ 
cent images reveal a youngster becom¬ 
ing a man — not quite as cuddly, but 
certainly no less attractive than other 
teens as they morph from child to adult. 

We’ve also learned that Martin used 
the Internet as many his age do. He used 
rough language and a handle that in¬ 
cludes the N-word. He also apparently 
had been suspended from school for 
marijuana possession at the time of his 
death. It happens, but really, so what? 

It isn’t wrong to try to learn more 
about the involved parties in an attempt 
to imagine how they might have inter¬ 
acted. But I can’t fathom what these de¬ 
tails have to do with Martin’s death. A 
teen who smokes pot and plays tough 
guy on the Internet isn’t necessarily 
going to punch a stranger in the nose. 
Isn’t this something like pointing out 
that a rape victim was flirty and wore 
short skirts? 

What is likely is that both men scared 
each other for different reasons and one 
tragically overreacted. It is certainly 
plausible that Martin was terrified and 
acted accordingly. When he told his girl¬ 
friend by phone that someone was follow¬ 
ing him, she told him to run. Would that 
he had, but in his mind, Martin might 
have considered this a risky option. 

Apropos of Martin’s less angelic side, 
parents of boys know that young males 
say and do dumb things that don’t mean 
anything. They act cocky out of fear or 
talk trash to deflect. They wear hoodies 
or backward baseball caps or low-hang¬ 
ing jeans because these innocuous ges¬ 
tures of grandiosity are often the only 
weapons available to the unarmed. We 
all have our ways of telegraphing, 

“Don’t mess with me (please).” 

That someone would interpret one 
such symbol or gesture as suspicious or 
threatening, prompting him ultimately 
to use lethal force, is the most appalling 
feature in a case in which outrage has 
too many homes.

Myanmar holds polling 
likely to see dissident 
Aung San Suu Kyi elected 

YANGON, Myanmar ( 2 \P) 
— Aung San Suu Kyi was 
poised to win her first 
elected office in an election 
Sunday in Myanmar draw¬ 
ing crowds of voters deter¬ 
mined to send the country’s 
most famous ex-political 
prisoner to parliament. 

A victory for Suu Kyi 
would mark a new era in 
her 24-year political career, 
which was spent mostly 
under house arrest, and for 
Myanmar as the govern¬ 
ment seeks legitimacy and 
a lifting of Western sanc¬ 
tions while emerging from 
a half-century of oppressive 
and hermetic military rule. 

Sunday’s by-election was 
called to fiU just 45 vacant 
seats in Myanmar’s 664- 
seat national Parliament 
and whl not change the bal¬ 
ance of power in a new gov¬ 
ernment that is nominally 
civilian but still heavily 
controlled by retired gener¬ 
als. Suu Kyi and other op¬ 
position candidates would 
have almost no say even if 
they win aU the seats they 
are contesting. 

Stricken cruise ship with 
1,000 aboard creeps 
toward Malaysian port 

SANDAKAN, Malaysia 
(AP) — A luxury cruise 
ship stranded at sea for 24 
hours by a fire was limp¬ 
ing toward a Malaysian 
port Sunday, as emergency 
services and embassy offi¬ 
cials prepared to help the 
1,000 people on board. 

The Azamara Quest was 
adrift in waters off the 
southern Philippines for a 
full day after flames en¬ 
gulfed one of its engine 
rooms Friday night, injur¬ 
ing five crew members. It 
restored propulsion the 
next night and is expected 
to reach the harbor of San- 
dakan city m Malaysia’s 
eastern state of Sabah on 
Borneo island late Sunday 

It was the latest in a series 
of accidents hitting luxury 
cruise liners since January 
when the Costa Concordia 
capsized off the coast of 
Italy killing 32 people. 


Turkey hosts meeting 
to back Syrian opposition, 
build pressure on Assad 

ISTANBUL (AP) — 
Dozens of countries on 
Sunday sought to set con¬ 
ditions for a new Syria, 
pushing for tighter sanc¬ 
tions and diplomatic pres¬ 
sure to further isolate 
President Bashar Assad, 
while urging the opposi¬ 
tion to offer a democratic 
alternative to his regime. 

Yet the show of solidar¬ 
ity at the “Friends of the 
Syrian People” conference 
in Turkey’s largest city, Is¬ 
tanbul, was marred by the 
absence of China, Russia 
and Iran — key support¬ 
ers of Assad who disagree 
with Western and Arab al¬ 
lies over how to stop the 
bloodshed. A peace plan 
by U.N.-Arah League 
envoy Kofi Annan has so 
far failed to take hold 
amid fresh reports of 
deadly violence. 

“The Syrian regime 
should not be allowed at 
any cost to manipulate 
this plan to gain time,” 
Turkish Prime Minister 
Recep Tayyip Erdogan 
said in an opening ad¬ 
dress. “This regime has 
never kept its promises.” 

Pope begins Holy Week 
with Palm Sunday Mass, 
news for Cuban church 

VATICAN CITY (AP) — 
Pope Benedict XVI has 
kicked off the Catholic 
Church’s Holy Week cele¬ 
brations with Palm Sun¬ 
day Mass in St. Peter’s 
Square and good news 
from Cuba. 

Cuba’s communist gov¬ 
ernment on Saturday 
agreed to Benedict’s re¬ 
quest to make Good Friday 
a holiday a request made 
during his visit to the 
Caribbean island last week. 
The day which is cele¬ 
brated this Friday marks 
the solemn commemora¬ 
tion of Christ’s death. 

On Sunday Benedict trav¬ 
eled into St. Peter’s Square 
on the back of a white jeep 
at the start of Palm Sunday 
Mass, which marks Jesus’ 
arrival in Jerusalem and 
inaugurates Holy Week.

Kentucky gets Jayhawks again

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Well, 
this matchup is going to look fa¬ 
miliar. 

John Calipari and his Ken¬ 
tucky juggernaut will face 
Kansas for the national champi¬ 
onship on Monday night. That 
would be the same school that 
beat Memphis in overtime for the 
NCAA title in 2008, back when 
Calipari was coaching the Tigers. 

It also would be the same 
Kansas team that the Wildcats 
beat back in November. 

“We’re worried about us play¬ 
ing at our best,” Calipari said 
after Kentucky held off pesky 
Louisville 69-61 in the first semi¬ 
final Saturday. “We did not play 
at our best tonight. We played 
good, but that wasn’t our best. 
You know what? So maybe Mon¬ 
day is our best. We’re just wor¬ 
ried about us.” 

Top-seeded Kentucky (37-2) is 
back in the title game for the first 
time since 1998, when it won its 
seventh NCt^A championship.

My friend and assistant sports 
editor, Keith Jenkins, said after 
about the third game of the sea¬ 
son this Kentucky team would 
win the national championship 
easily. He hasn’t wavered on his 
early prediction. 

My friend and former assis¬ 
tant sports editor George Robin¬ 
son, a die hard Louisville fan, 
texted me near the end of Satur¬ 
day night’s 69-61 Wildcat victory, 
that this is the 
best Kentucky 
team he has seen. 

If you know 
George, it takes a 
lot for liim to say 
that. 

AU year I’ve lis¬ 
tened to people 
around me talk 
about Anthony 
Davis’ talent and 
the toughness of 
Michael Kidd- 
GUchrist. I’ve lis¬ 
tened to the TV 
talking heads all 
year declare UK 
better than sev¬ 
eral NBA teams. 

1 don’t know if it was the his¬ 
tory of Kentucky coach John 
Calipari in the NCAA tourna¬ 
ment or if it was the way the last 
two seasons ended, but for some 
reason I wasn’t one of those con¬ 
fident Kentucky lovers. 

But 1 am now. 

LouisvUle coach Rick Pitino, 
who led UK to the 1996 national 
championship and a runner-up 
finish in 1997, said after his 
team’s loss Saturday that he 
would be pulling for the WUdcats 
tonight. He admitted he hated 
some Kentucky teams in the 
past, but he said he liked this 
team because of its toughness 
and the way it plays the game. 

1 don’t agree with Coach Pitino 
often, but that’s exactly the reason 
I’m on the Big Blue Bandwagon. 

Sure, Davis is the guy who 
drives the UK bus. But against 
Indiana, whUe he was on the 
bench in foul trouble most of the 
first half, Kidd-GUchrist scored 
24 points and Doron Lamb had 21 
as Kentucky ran to a 102-90 win. 

Against Baylor, Kidd-Gilchrist 
and Davis stole the offensive 
show, but Terrence Jones did all 
the little things that don’t show 
up in the stat box to get the win. 

Then Kidd-Gilchrist, the motor 
for the UK bus, went to the 
bench early against LouisviUe. 
WhUe he was out, Davis and 
Jones carried the load untU the 
final 10:00 when Kidd-Gilchrist 
scored all of his nine points. 

Early in the year, 1 thought the 
Wildcats’ weakness was Marquis 
Teague. But the fres hm an point 
guard has shown great maturity 
in the last month. He didn’t get 
the credit, but his first two driv¬ 
ing baskets against Louisville

Jayhawks 
rally, top 
Ohio St. 

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — 
The tightrope walk rocks 
on for the Jayhawks. 

Kansas, the underrated, 
undervalued team that’s 
been teetering on the edge 
of the tournament since be¬ 
fore it even began, is now 
one of the last two left. 

Tyshawn Taylor made 
two big free throws late, 
and All-American Thomas 
Robinson finished with 19 
points and eight rebounds 
Saturday night to lift the 
Jayhawks to a come-from- 
behind 64-62 win over Ohio 
State in the Final Four — a 
game Kansas led for a 
grand total of 3 minutes, 48 
seconds. 

After scoring the game’s 
first bucket, Kansas didn’t 
lead again until Travis 
Releford made two free 
throws with 2:48 left. That 
lasted for 11 seconds, but 
the Jayhawks (32-6), who 
trailed by as many as 13, 
overcame another deficit 
and finally held on against 
the Buckeyes (31-8). 

“It’s just been our thing 
all year, coming back,” 
Robinson said. “I don’t like 
doing it, but for some rea¬ 
son my team is pretty good 
when we’re down.” 

More than pretty good. 
Kansas is one more magic 
act from bringing its sec¬ 
ond title in five years back 
to Allen Fieldhouse. It 
might take exactly that. 
The opponent is Kentucky, 
the big-time favorite to win 
it all, and a 69-61 winner 
over Louisville in the 
evening’s first semifinal. 
The Wildcats are an early 
6.5-point favorite. 

“It’s a dream to play the 
best team in the country, up 
‘til now, hands down, the 
most consistent,” Kansas 
coach Bill Self said. “It’s a 
thrill. And I think it’s even 
more of a thriU for us, be¬ 
cause I don’t think anybody 
thought we could get here.” 

Taylor’s two free throws 
with 8.3 seconds left gave 
Kansas a 64-61 lead, match¬ 
ing its biggest of the game. 
The Jayhawks intention¬ 
ally fouled Aaron Craft 
with 2.9 seconds left. Craft 
made the first, then quickly 
clanked the second one off 
the front of the rim but was 
called for a lane violation. 

Kansas dribbled out the 
clock and celebrated a win 
that played out sort of the 
way the whole season has 
in Lawrence. 

“It was two different 
games,” Self said of the lat¬ 
est escape act. “They domi¬ 
nated us the first half. We 
were playing in quicksand 
it looked like. And the light 
came on. We were able to 
play through our bigs; we 
were able to get out and 
run, but the biggest thing is 
we got stops.”

ficers deployed on the streets at one point to 
quell what Lexington police spokeswoman 
Sherelle Roberts called “a very dangerous 
situation with the fires and the violence” 
that dragged on for hours. 

With a star-studded roster that includes at 
least three, maybe as many as five NBA lot¬ 
tery picks, Kentucky was the top seed in the 
tournament and the heavy favorite to cut 
down the nets when the whole tournament 

was done. 
And Calipari 
wouldn’t let 
his young 
players con¬ 
sider any¬ 
thing else, 
saying repeat¬ 
edly this was 
“just another 
game.” 

But playing 
in-state rival 
Louisville (30- 
10 ) is never 
just that, and 
the Cardinals 
made Ken¬ 
tucky work 
deep into the 
second half to 
grind this vic¬ 
tory out. 

Louisville 
outrebounded 
Kentucky 40- 
33, including a whopping 19-6 advantage on 
the offensive glass. 

“To tell you the truth, 1 haven’t always 
liked some of the Kentucky teams. I’m not 
going to lie to you,” said Louisville coach 
Rick Pitino, who counts as something of an 
expert after spending eight years in Lexing¬ 
ton and the last 11 with the Cardinals. “But 1 
reaUy like this team a lot because of their at¬ 
titude and the way they play 

“I’ll certainly be rooting for them hard to 
bring the trophy back to Kentucky... They’re a 
great group of guys, doing a tremendous job.” 

Russ Smith made back-to-back buckets to 
start a 15-3 run for Louisville, and Peyton 
Siva capped it with a 3-pointer from NBA 
range that tied the game at 49 with 9:11 to 
play But Michael Kidd-Gilchrist, who played 
just 23 minutes because of foul trouble, made 
back-to-back buckets to give the Wildcats 
some breathing room.

Kansas (32-6) needed a furious come¬ 
back against Ohio State to reach the 
championship game, where it will play 
for its fourth NCAA title. 

“It’s a dream to play the best team in 
the country, who is up until now, hands 
down, the most consistent,” Kansas 
coach BUI Self said. “It’s a thrill. And I 
think it’s even more of a thrill for us, 
because I don’t think anybody thought 
we could get here.” 

That 2008 squad Calipari had in 
Memphis was stocked with talent, led 
by future NBA MVP Derrick Rose. But 


the Tigers missed four free throws 
down the stretch and blew a late nine- 
point lead in an overtime loss to Mario 
Chalmers and the Jayhawks. 

These Wildcats, however, are in a to- 
taUy diff erent class. Anthony Davis has 
won just about every player of the year 
award there is, and Louisville coach 
Rick Pitino likened him to BUI Russell 
after Saturday night’s game. 

No wonder. The 19-year-old doesn’t 
look like a freshman, and he certainly 
doesn’t play like one, recording his 20th 
double-double against LouisvUle with 
18 points and 14 rebounds. He missed 
just one of his eight shots, and also had 
five blocks and a steal.

Then there’s senior 
Darius MUIer, who is ca¬ 
pable of scoring 25 points 
and being the star of the 
game on any night.

So, as the WUdcats 
enter tonight’s champi¬ 
onship game against 
Kansas I now fuUy ex¬ 
pect an eighth national 
title for the school.

I 
respect the Jayhawks 
and all they have done 
to reach this game. 

But Kentucky has no 
significant weakness. 
They handle the baU 


weU, they shoot it weU, 
and they defend weU. 

But the one thing that 
gives them the edge is 
when one WUdcat is 
down, another one steps 
up. Tonight, when the 
final buzzer sounds, all 
of them wiU be smUing 
together while standing 
next to CBS analyst Jim 
Nance and holding the 
national title trophy

Davis becomes 1 st UK player 
to wm Nalsimth Trophy

University of Kentucky forward An¬ 
thony Davis became the most decorated 
freshman in college basketball history 
Sunday 

The 6-foot-lO, 220-pound Chicago native 
won the Naismith Trophy, which is pre¬ 
sented to the top player in men’s college 
basketball, and took home 
the National Association 
of Basketball Coaches’ De¬ 
fensive Player of the Year 
and Big Man of the Year 
awards. 

Davis is the first Wildcat 
to win the Naismith Tro¬ 
phy, and the first player 
from the Southeastern 
Conference to capture the 
hardware since LSU's Pete Maravich in 
1970. 

The Atlanta Tipoff Club announced the 
Naismith Trophy winner on Sunday 

Davis did not complete a sweep of the 
national awards, however, as Michigan 
State senior forward Draymond Creen 
was named the NABC’s Player of the Year. 

Davis, who has 180 blocked shots on the 
season, leaving him three blocks shy of 
setting a new NCAA freshman single-sea- 
son record, also won the John R. Wooden 


Award, Oscar Robertson Trophy, the 
Adolph Rupp Trophy, and earned The As¬ 
sociated Press’ Player of the Year honor, 
besting the accolades of Texas’ Kevin Du¬ 
rant in 2007. 

Durant, who was the first freshman to 
win the Naismith Trophy, was selected 
with the No. 2 pick in the NBA draft by the 
Seattle SuperSonics, who are now the 
Oklahoma City Thunder. Davis is pro¬ 
jected to be the first overall pick in this 
summer’s NBA draft. 

Davis had 18 points, 14 rebounds and five 
blocks in a 69-61 win over in-state rival 
Louisville on Saturday in the national 
semifinals of the NCAA tournament.

Free computer lessons offered at John L. Street Library

CADIZ, Ky.—Learning the computer is easier this 
year because of free classes at the John L. Street Li¬ 
brary The lessons were made possible by a $35,000 to 
$40,000 federal grant. 

“I thought it would be a wonderful thing to teach peo¬ 
ple how to use the computer,” explained Pam Metz, the 
library’s director of 15 years. “So many people do their 
banking and contact family and friends now on the 
computer.” 

Metz wrote the request for a grant in August of 2009. 
The request was approved a year later. The library 
started receiving the grant money in June of 2011. The 
first computer class was offered in September. 

Prior to the first class, Metz purchased six laptops, six 
personal computers, two printers, one new server, one 
new router, one computer for visually impaired users 
(with a larger screen and larger keyboard) and a cabi¬ 
net for equipment. 

“The grant requires that 1 teach 36 computer classes 
twice a month to be completed within three years,” 
Metz continues, “1 will complete the grant require¬ 
ments in 2013.” 

The first class was completed in December. New stu¬ 


dents can still join the current class by calling the li¬ 
brary Private lessons are also available. 

One class member, Chester F. Wilson, Rockcastle, was 
looking forward to the e-mail class offered March 19, 
2012. He and his wife, Jane, want to keep in touch with 
their three daughters and six grandchildren. 

“My wife and 1 moved to Rockcastle from Henry 
County seven years ago and got a computer last Christ¬ 
mas, but we didn’t know how to use it,” Wilson admits. 

Classes focus on basic computer and Internet skills 
as weU as e-mail and Facebook. Some private lessons 
help students with day-to-day tasks such as correspon¬ 
ding with family members or filling out forms for un¬ 
employment benefits. 

“A lot of people need help with unemployment,” said 
Metz. “They have to do it online now for the benefit 
checks. We have to do that one on one.” 

Metz admits she wrote the grant because the library 
needed more computers and had no funds. 

“A lot of people come in to use the computers here,” 
she said. “A lot of school kids. 1 feel a great sense of sat¬ 
isfaction from the more than 12 classes I’ve taught, 
when 1 see some of my students coming in to use the 
computers after completing their classes.” 

Metz started at the John L Street library 21 years ago 
as a children’s librarian.
